Food and candles have been lowered 
to the men, who seem to be in good 
spirits and eagerly await their release. 

Rescuers, In smoke helmets, for¬ 
warded by the Hobart fire brigade at 
the first news of the fire, are busily 
engaged in repairing the shaft, and it 
U expected that In a few hours the 
Imprisoned men will be brought to the 
surface. 

No hope Is held out for those -who 
remain at the seven-hundred-foot 
level, as they* were assembled at a 
"dead end** where It Is Impossible to 
pump air. 

Heartrending scenes were witnessed 
at the mouth of the shaft where rela¬ 
tives and friends ef the entombed men 
are assembled waiting anxiously fag 
news, good or bad.
